SAIGON (AP) - The U.S.

base camps to small pumping 
stations, will be turned over to 
the South Vietnamese as part of 
the Vietnamization program. 


"So far more than 100 instal- 


lations have been transferred to 
Republic of Vietnam armed 
forces," 
a spokesman 
said. 


"These are facilities and instal- 
lations of all sizes." 


The original cost of the 250 in- 


stallations and facilities was 
roughly $60 million, he said, 
adding: 


"Most of these installations 


were constructed to an austere 
standard with an estimated life 
of less than five years. Most of 
those turned over already were 
army unit base camps and 
small 
cantonment 
facilities, 


small troop housing facilities. 
We haven't really turned over 
any high-cost facilities." 


The command isn't saying ex- 


actly what installations will be 
turned over in the future, but 
many likely will be Army 
camps and Navy, Marine and 
Air Force facilities as American 
troops are withdrawn. 


The entire U.S. 3rd Marine 


Amphibious Force and 1st Ma- 
rine Division at Da Nang are 
being withdrawn from Vietnam 
by next June, and their head- 
quarters camps and other facili- 
ties likely will be turned over to 
the South Vietnamese. 


When U.S. installations or fa- 


cilities are declared surplus the 
command conducts a study to 
determine the best usage. The 
spokesman says the following 
possibilities are considered in 
order of priority: 


—Use by another U.S. mili- 


tary unit in Vietnam. 


—Transfer to the South Viet- 


namese armed forces. 


—Transfer to another allied 


force in Vietnam. 


—Use by a U.S. military unit 


outside Vietnam, if the facility 
can be moved economically. 


—Use by another U.S. govern- 


ment agency in Vietnam. 


"When a facility is trans- 


ferred to the South Vietnamese 
they adapt it to meet their re- 
quirements," he said. "For ex- 
ample, they may use part of it 
for housing the families of sol- 
diers. Part of the barracks area 
may be converted to dependent 
housing." 


There has been criticism that 


some of the bases turned over 
are too big for the South Viet- 
namese to manage; thus some 
of the facilities end up in unau- 
thorized hands and the bases 
are not maintained as before.

Cut to 6% 
by Big Bank 


NEW YORK (AP) — First 


National City Bank of New 
York, one of the nation's larg- 
est, touched off today the sec- 
ond quarter-point reduction in 
the prime rate of interest in 
nine days.

The real stars of the 90-min- 


ute program, as usual, were the 
American servicemen 
in the 


audiences. The cameras seemed 
to focus more often and linger 
longer this year than usual on 
their faces. The sights of these 
men—some 
audiences num- 


bered 26,000—are the most im- 
portant and moving ingredients 
in the unusual program. 


Even so, viewers had an op- 


portunity to see almost the 
whole Hope show, one act at a 
time as it was played on tempo- 
rary stages that ranged from 
the deck of an aircraft carrier 
to a structure at an airport. 


Hope's Christmas show is al- 


ways one of the most popular 
programs of the season. Shot 
under difficult conditions in bits 
and pieces on an around-the- 
world trip, it is far from a slick 
production. But it has heart, 
warmth and sentiment. 


Daytime 
television—largely 


soap operas, audience participa- 
tion shows and reruns of situa- 
tion comedies—tends to be a re- 
liable if rarely stimulating time 
killer or work companion. 


Occasionally, however, some- 


thing special—usually unherald- 
ed—comes along. Thus it was on 
Wednesday when Dinah Shore, 
in her NBC morning series, had 
Frank Sinatra as her guest. His 
assignment was to cook up his 
favorite tomato sauce for a plat- 
ter of spaghetti. He did it with 
the skill and concentration of a 
male Julia Child, too. 


Towel tucked professionally in 


his belt, Sinatra was in a funny, 
gracious mood. Miss Shore, at 
ease with an old friend, handed 
Frank the onions and slotted 
spoon on demand. Occasionally 
they broke into song. It was 
really a delightful 30 minutes; 
the food looked good too. 


Dinah's show, which started 


about six months ago with a 
hectic 
pace, has simmered 


down to a truly entertaining, of- 
ten helpful program.

Said librarian Joyce Burgin: 


"This gift not only gives us an 
extensive collection of works by, 
the man who gave Tarzana hisd 
name, but will also meet the 
growing demand for Burrough's 
writing." 


To Robert Hodes, general 


manager of Edgar Rice Burr- 
oughs, Inc., the event had deep- 
er significance. 


"This is the first time," he re- 


marked, "that a library system 
has recognized the value of 
Burroughs' works." 


Always before, he said, the 


books had been dismissed for 
"no literary value." For that 
reason, the Los Angeles library 
system had banned Burroughs 
from the shelves until last year. 


Other libraries may have had 


another reason. In 1961, the 
Downey, Calif., school district 
banned Tarzan books because of 
lack of evidence that "Tarzan 
and his mate Jane were mar- 
ried before they took up house- 
keeping in the treetops." 


"Not true," insisted Hodes in

New Coach 
of Packers

Dan Devine wasn't here Thurs- 
day to hear perhaps the most 
important announcement of his 
life, but even in abstentia he 
made one thing perfectly clear. 


At 46—the same age Vince

ers 12 years ago—Devine isn't 
loo old to tackle a new chal- 
lenge.

Devine was given a five-year

— Bobby Vint waited a long 
time to unleash his offensive 
talents. 


In his fifth year at the Uni- 


versity of Arkansas, the 6-8 
North Little Rock product has 
scored 47 points in the Razor- 
backs' first two Southwest Con- 
ference games of 1971. Vint 
averaged six points a game in 
his first two seasons. 


Vint scored 26 points against 


Texas Saturday in the league 
opener and came back with 21 
against Texas Tech at Lubbock 
Tuesday. Unfortunately, both 
performances came in losing 
efforts. 


"I'm tired of losing," Vint

Phil Esposito, a veteran cen- 


ter, and Bobby Orr, the spectac- 
ular defenseman, are the two 
key marksmen in the Boston

showed how it should be done 
Thursday night in a 9-5 victory 
over the Los Angeles Kings. 


Esposilo set a modern day 


record with his fifth "hat trick" 
and added three assists in hik- 
ing his league scoring lead to 84 
points. Orr, runnerup to Esposi- 
to, collected four assists to boost 
his output to 70 points. 


Esposilo brought a shower of 


hats after his third goal in the 
second period. The NHL record 
for the most hat tricks in a sea- 
son is seven, set by Joe Malone 
in 1917-18. The modern record 
was four set by Maurice Rich- 
ard in 1946-47, and later tied by 
Jean Beliveau, Bobby Hull and 
Frank Mahovlich. 


"I had all kinds of chances 


out there tonight and for a while 
I didn't think I'd ever get that 
third one," Esposito said after 
firing his 39th, 40th and 41st 
goals in just 42 games. 


Esposito once again credited 


linemates 
Ken 
Hodge 
and 


Wayne Cashman, along with 
Orr, for his success. 


Esposito appears to be a cinch 


to break the NHL record of 126 
points he set in 1968-69. He was 
runnerup last season as Orr be- 
came the first defenseman ever 
to win the Ross Trophy as scor- 
ing champion with 120 points. 


Esposito had 10 shots on goal 


and Orr six as the Bruins bet- 
tered their average of nearly 42 
per game with a blistering 48. 
Los Angeles had 37, many from 
outside. 


"There were a lot of shots out 


there tonight,". Boston Coach 
Tom Johnson said. "That's what 
we believe in, shooting. The 
more shots, the more chances 
for goals."

ton's first two goals, his first 
since Oct. 22.

and Hodge were the other scor- 
ers as the Bruins regained their 
one-point lead over the New 
York Rangers in the hot duel for 
the East Division lead.

D e a r Dr. Lamb — I am 


writing about my husband 
who is 70, and for quite a 
few years now he is very 
hateful and very mean.

I try to 
ignore some of his remarks 
but that only m a k e s him 
worse. He eats good, sleeps 
good; he doesn't drink alco- 
hol. Could it be that he has 
hardening of the arteries to 
the brain? This is a miser- 
able way to spend your later 
years in life. I am 69. I won- 
der if he could take some- 
thing to calm him down so 
we could have some peace 
once in awhile. 


Dear Reader—There are a 


number of reasons why an 
individual's personality may 
change in later years. One 
cause certainly is disease of 
the arteries to the brain. We 
see a lot of p e o p l e with 
strokes, for example, who 
a r e 
completely 
changed, 


sometimes 
using foul lan- 


guage when they never did 
before and flying into a rage. 
It is a pity and it is one of 
the aspects of artery disease 
that people often overlook. 
Too often people think only 
of living well or suddenly 
having a heart attack or 
stroke with sudden death. 
That is a myth. Many people 
have problems of the type 
you describe and that is not 
living well. 


Some people can be helped 


for problems of this nature. 
Rarely is a disease in the ar- 
teries correctable. In other 
instances medicine can be 
given. Often medicine is giv- 
en to calm a person down, 
when in older people what

Commonwealth 
System Is 
Endangered

SINGAPORE (AP) — The 


prime minister of Singapore 
told government leaders of the 
30 other nations of the British 
Commonwealth today that fail- 
ure to agree on the question of 
British arms sales to South Afri- 
ca could lead to the destruction 
of the Commonwealth system. 


"If in the end consensus is not 


possible, we shall have to decide 
whether we can agree to disa- 
gree," Prime 
Minister 
Lee 


Kuan Yew said at the start of a 
nine-day Commonwealth sum- 
mit conference, the first held 
outside London. 


"If we cannot contain our 


present differences over 
the 


proposed arms sales, then it is 
unlikely 
that 
the 
Common- 


wealth, as presently constituted, 
can long endure." 


The plans of Britain's Con- 


servative government to resume 
arms sales to the white-supre- 
macist government in South Af- 
rica is the stormiest question 
facing the conference. Some Af- 
rican nations have threatened to 
quit the Commonwealth or take 
economic 
sanctions 
against 


Britain if the arms deal goes 
through. 


British Prime Minister Ed- 


ward Heath stuck to his guns on 
the eve of the conference, say- 
ing during a stopover in Malay- 
sia that Britain must help South 
Africa counter a steadily mount- 
ing Soviet naval threat in the In- 
dian Ocean. 


In drawing up the conference 


agenda, senior delegates tried 
to avoid an immediate clash 
over the South African arms 
question by making it the fourth 
item to be discussed, behind 
such topics as the world eco- 
nomic situation and the future 
of the Commonwealth. But there 
were reports that Zambia and 
other opponents of the arms 
deal might press for an earlier 
discussion of the question. 


As the leaders assembled for 


the opening meeting, Heath sat 
stone-faced by himself. Other 
prime ministers and presidents 
chatted animatedly around the 
25-foot oval table in the Singa- 
pore Conference Hall, a modern- 
istic, teak-fronted building over- 
looking the booming port.

Youth Urged 
to Try Out 
the System

WASHINGTON (AP) — In his 


most conciliatory speech to 
American youth, President Nix- 
on has urged the young to try 
out the system in "an alliance 
of the generations." 


Speaking before 8,500 students 


and faculty members at the 
University of Nebraska at Lin- 
coln Thursday, Nixon said: 


"There can be no generation 


gap in America. The destiny of 
this nation is not divided into 
yours and ours—it is one desti- 
ny. We share it together. We are 
responsible for it together." 


Apart from a flurry of "Peace 


Now" chants, soon drowned in a 
chorus of boos when he was in- 
troduced, Nixon was well re- 
ceived—better, in fact, than on 
any campus since he took office.

rancher, were picked as co- 
chairmen of the committee. 


Evans will be the fulltime 


party professional in charge of 
organization and administra- 
tion. Mrs. Armstrong's new du- 
ties were not so clearly defined; 
Dole said she will deal with spe- 
cial projects. 


The first-term Kansas senator 


said that would free him from 
administrative and office-keep- 
ing duties at the national com- 
mittee to tend to his work in the 
Senate and to speak for the par- 
ty on the road.
